SPENDING REACHES NEW HIGHS 


By the middle of August the propen- 
sity of consumers to buy in large quan- 
tities, stimulated recently by unsettled 
international conditions, had waned 
perceptibly. August retail volume sub- 
stantially surpassed that of the same 
period last year. 

The volume of consumer spending in 
July, according to the seasonally ad- 
justed Dun’s Review Kegional Trade 
Barometer, was well above the levels of 
botin a month and a year ago. At 366.7 
(preliminary) it exceeded the 1949 level 
by 23.8 per cent and was 11.5 per cent 
above the record 328.8 barometer of 
June. The barometer is based on 1935- 
1y3g-— 100 and ts adjusted tor the num- 
ber of business days in each month. 

July’s dollar volume of consumer 
buying at $12.2 billion, exceeded that 
of any other July on record and was the 
largest for any month so far in the 
current year. 

Establishing a new all-time record 
for the second consecutive month, the 
Dun’s Review Regiona! Trade Barom- 
eter rose to 228.8 (final) in June. This 
exceeded the June 1Q49 barometer by 
11.5 per cent and represented a 5.6 per 
cent rise above the May level. 

In all but five of the 29 regions ba 
rometers exceeded their May levels. 
The handful ot decreases was small, 
the largest drop being 4.7 pel cent mm 
the Minneapolis and St. Paul Region
